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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  District: 

The  retiring  member  of  your  board  has  had  the  honor  of 
serving  you  twenty-four  years.  First  in  1892,  with  the  late 
George  W.  Clyde,  which  constituted  the  board;  there  being 
no  superintendent  at  that  time;  There  were  eight  one- 
room  buildings.  No.  1  had  12  pupils;  No.  2,  21;  No.  3, 
13;  No.  4,  35;  No.  5,  33;  No.  6,  55;  No.  7,  15;  No.  9,  25; 
total,  209. 

.  At  present  we  have  in  the  Webster  Building  eight  rooms, 
with  299  pupils;  in  the  Centre  Building,  two  rooms,  with 
72  pupils;  in  I.  0.  0.  F.  Building,  22;  in  No.  1,  33 ;  in  No.  9, 
31;  total,  457  pupils. 

We  have  paid  the  last  $5000  note  the  past  year. 

Our  school  buildings  are  all  in  good  condition.  The  Cen- 
tre Building  has  been  reshingled  and  the  walls  and  ceilings 
tinted.  We  were  obliged  to  change  the  locks  in  the  Webster 
Building  to  conform  with  the  State  law  at  an  expense  of  $200. 

Since  the  fall  term,  to  relieve  the  congested  condition  of 
several  of  the  rooms  at  the  Webster  Building,  about  22  pupils 
have  been  transferred  to  a  room  in  the  Odd  Fellows'  Building. 
Anticipating  a  recurrence  of  this  condition  the  school  board 
recommends  that  the  district  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
take  the  initial  step  toward  a  more  permanent  and  satisfac- 
tory solution  of  the  problem,  by  appointing  a  committee  to  se- 
lect, and  perhaps  purchase,  a  suitable  site  for  a  new  building.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  School  Board  of  Hudson: 

Gentlemen  :  Herewith  I  present  my  seventh  annual 
report  as  superintendent  of  your  schools,  and  to  this  I 
have  attached  a  report  from  your  school  nurse. 

Membership. 

The  present  membership  of  your  schools  is  as  follows : 
Webster  School,  296;  Center  School,  73;  No.  1,  30;  'No. 
9,  33;  Special,  21;  total,  450.  This  does  not  differ  much 
from  what  it  was  at  the  opening  of  your  schools  in  Sep- 
tember. It  is  an  increase  of  40  over  the  membership  of 
a  year  ago.  This  is  not  as  large  an  increment  of  increase 
as  had  been  expected  and  did  not  cause  sufficient  conges- 
tion in  the  lower  grades  of  the  Webster  School  to  require 
any  relief.  However,  the  larger  number  in  the  upper 
grades  of  this  school  has  justified  your  separating  the  two 
grades  of  the  junior  high  school. 

In  any  school  system  of  the  size  of  the  Webster  School 
there  is  liable  to  be  an  accumulation  of  retarded  pupils 
in  grades  IV,  V  or  VI,  the  exact  location  depending  upon 
the  flexibility  of  the  grading.  Such  was  the  condition  in 
grade  V  of  this  school  at  the  opening  of  the  year.  Upon 
being  acquainted  with  the  facts  in  the  case  and  appreciat- 
ing the  difficulties  encountered  in  an  overcrowded  school, 
with  a  large  per  cent  of  the  pupils  retarded,  you  opened 
another  school  and  placed  in  charge  a  teacher  of  consid- 
erable experience.  I  am  certain  that  the  improvement  re- 
sulting from  this  move  fully  justifies  the  extra  expense 
involved. 
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What  your  school  population  will  be  next  year,  whether 
it  can  be  taken  care  of  by  your  present  schools  or  will  re- 
quire additional  space,  is  now  problematical.  Any  con- 
siderable addition  in  numbers  at  the  Center  School  will 
furnish  quite  as  great  difficulties  in  administration  as  a 
proportional  increase  at  the  Webster  School.  We  should 
be  prepared  financially  so  as  to  be  able  to  meet  whatever 
contingency  may  arise. 

It  is  time  that  plans  were  formulated  and  sites  pro- 
cured for  an  enlargement  of  your  school  system.  Leasing 
private  property  should  be  only  a  temporary  expedient, 
but  it  is  one  which  should  be  continued  until  tentative 
plans  have  been  adopted  which  will  provide  for  at  least  a 
decade. 

Teaching  Force. 

You  now  have  in  your  employ  thirteen  regular  teachers, 
two  special  teachers,  and  a  school  nurse.  Of  your  thir- 
teen regular  teachers,  six  are  serving  under  their  first  con- 
tract in  Hudson.  All  six  are  normal  trained,  and  three 
of  the  six  have  had  two  or  more  years  of  practical  experi- 
ence at  teaching.  You  were  fortunate  in  securing  such 
new  talent. 

You  have  been  very  unfortunate  in  losing  one  teacher 
since  the  schools  opened  in  September.  Miss  Nellie  O. 
Jones  died.  She  was  a  young  lady  of  especially  fine  per- 
sonality, a  thorough  student,  and  a  teacher  devoted  to  her 
profession.  She  ruled  with  great  gentleness,  instructed 
with  marked  skill  and  zeal,  and  was  loved  by  all.  Her 
influence  will  be  permanent. 


School  Records. 

I  believe  the  time  has  arrived,  in  the  development  of 
intelligence  testing  and  in  the  applications  of  the  results 
obtained  from  these  tests  to  the  administration  of  public 
schools,  when  we  should  have  for  our  guidance  the  intelli- 
gence quotients  of  the  pupils  we  are  trying  to  train  and  in- 
struct. It  is,  of  course,  true  that  these  tests  are  still  far 
from  perfect.  They  are  designed  to  indicate  the  capabil- 
ity of  the  child  for  learning,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  way 
of  measuring  any  ability  except  by  its  manifestations. 
In  other  words,  the  child's  capacity  for  learning  has  to  be 
judged  from  what  the  child  has  actually  learned.  For 
this  reason  unfamiliarity  with  the  English  language  or 
unusual  environment  may  detract  from  the  reliability  of 
the  tests  as  indicating  general  intelligence.  This  does  not 
materially  affect  their  value  for  purposes  of  school  ad- 
ministration, for  our  problem  deals  with  what  the  child 
is  capable  of  learning  in  our  school  system  as  established. 
Acting  in  accordance  with  this  conviction  and  also  be- 
cause of  the  new  obligation  in  regard  to  reporting  defect- 
ives, which  was  imposed  upon  school  superintendents  by 
our  last  legislature,  we  are  devoting  considerable  time  to 
intelligence  testing.  Before  next  June  we  expect  to  have 
the  intelligence  quotients  of  all  pupils  above  grade  one  in 
this  union  and  to  have  them  carefully  tabulated  and  re- 
corded on  the  permanent  record  cards.  For  this  purpose 
"group  tests  are  being  used  and  the  individual  tests  are 
resorted  to  only  in  cases  which  show  either  unusually  high 
or  especially  low  ratings.  Besides  the  assistance  which 
the  information  thus  derived  will  lend  to  the  general  ad- 
ministration, I  believe  that  a  familiarity  with  the  general 
capacity  for  education  of  her  pupils  will  greatly  assist  the 
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teacher  in  varying  the  task  in  accordance  with  the  vari- 
ance in  ability. 

Theoretically,  these  tests  need  never  to  be  given  but 
once  in  the  school  life  of  the  child.  The  intelligence 
quotient  is  supposed  to  remain  a  permanent  ratio. 

I  have  prepared,  had  printed,  and  distributed,  a  new 
permanent  record  card  for  preserving  such  data  concern- 
ing the  individual  pupil  as  seems  desirable  for  school  pur- 
poses. The  card  which  has  been  quite  generally  used  for 
this  purpose  in  school  systems  was  designed  two  decades 
ago  and  called  for  but  little  of  the  data  now  obtainable 
and  desirable  for  permanent  record.  It  was  of  so  little 
value  that  many  of  the  smaller  school  districts  failed  to 
keep  the  cards  filled  in.  Such  I  found  to  be  the  case  in 
this  union  when  I  took  charge  and  I  have  allowed  this 
condition  to  continue.  To  overcome  this  laxity  I  have 
designed  a  new  card,  which,  omitting  all  useless  data,  al- 
lows for  the  recording  of  all  usable  information  which  is 
easily  obtained.  These  cards  will  be  preserved  in  the 
various  schools  and  when  a  pupil  is  dismissed  a  copy  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  new  school. 

In  General. 

For  some  time  in  the  past  you  have  been  governed  in 
the  matter  of  omitting  school  sessions,  on  account  of  in- 
clemencies of  weather  or  difficulties  in  travel,  by  the 
Nashua  signals.  Until  recently  you  were  rather  obliged 
to  do  this  because  of  the  lack  of  any  adequate  alarm  in 
Hudson.  You  now  have  a  fire  siren  which  might  answer 
for  this  purpose.  Difficulties  in  travel  at  times  are  quite 
different  in  Hudson  from  what  they  are  in  Nashua  and  it 
might  be  well  to  have  a  no  school  signal  of  vour  own. 
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I  have  attached  the  extract  from  the  general  statistics 
which  was  printed  in  the  Hudson  report  of  last  year  and 
I  have  added  for  comparison  the  corresponding  statistics 
for  the  school  year  1924-'25. 

I  commend  for  your  careful  consideration  the  report 
from  our  school  nurse.  Her  work  is  now  a  vital  part  of 
our  school  work. 

Thanking  the  Board  for  the  many  considerations  shown 
me,  which  have  made  my  service  a  pleasure  to  me,  this

EEPOET  OP  SCHOOL  NURSE. 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the  past  year. 

I  find  a  large  number  of  children  with  defective  teeth  and 
would  suggest  that  some  means  be  worked  up  so  that  the 
children  Avould  have  the  advantage  of  a  dental  clinic.  I  also 
find  there  are  a  considerable  number  of  children  with  de- 
fective tonsils  and  vision.  These  children  are  nearly  all 
backward  in  their  studies  and  are  unable  to  do  the  work 
that  they  should. 
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The  large  number  of  children  who  have  been  underweight 
7  lbs.  or  more  have  been  reduced  over  one  half  the  number. 
I  find  the  children  are  very  much  interested  in  the  health 
work,  especially  so   those  who  have  been  underweight. 

I  wish  to  comment  on  the  marked  improvement  on  the 
personal  cleanliness  of  the  children  in  all  the  schools. 

I  still  find  there  are  several  children  who  have  not  been 
vaccinated.
